WASHINGTON, Nov. 13. (7)—Suc- 
cess in the use of disagreeable odors 
and flavors instead of poison in its 
naw campaign to prevent the con- 
v@rsion of industrial alcohol into 
bootleg liquor is being claimed by 
the Prohibition Bureau. 

By the use of a petroleum sub- 
stance known as aldehol, officials be- 
lieve they have found the key to 
stop the heavy flow of alcohol into 
bootleg channels. So far, they say, 
chemists have been unable to remove 
traces of aldehol from alcohol and 
as a consequence alcohol withdraw- 
als have decreased. 

Although aldehol will not produce 
death, it causes nausea and has an 
odor that makes it unpalatable. 
Through its substitution for the poi- 
‘sonous pyridine, the former de- 
naturant, officials believe the death 
toll from poisonous liquors that 
usually follow holiday orgies will be 
less this year than in the past.

Government Asks Offers 
for 4,000,000 Pounds of 
Deteriorated Explosive 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 13. ()—Uncle 
Sam has 4,000,000 pounds of deterio- 
rated cannon powder that he would 
Uke to trade for more up-to-date ex- 


plosives. Bids will be opened at Pic- 
atinny Arsenal, Dover, N. J., De- 
cember 5, next, at which time pro- 
posals of exchange from manufactur- 
re will be received. 

Half of the deteriorated powder is 
stored at the arsenal, 1,500,000 pounds 
of the remainder, made up in charges 
for the 9.2-inch howitzer, is stored at 
the Big Point depot, Portmouth, 
the remaining 400,000 pounds, also 
in prepared charges, is at the Curtis 
Bay ordnance depot, Maryland. 

The ptvuposal will permit manufac- 
turers who acquire the deteriorated 
powder to break it up into its constit- 
uents on government reservations un- 
der restrictions and safeguards laid 
down by commanding officers.

COURT-MARTIAL 
STIRS RUMANIA 


Trial of Manoilescu Arouses 
Public Opinion 


State Methods of Handling 
Carol Case Disclosed 


King’s Illness Told 


BUCHAREST, Nov. 13. M- Ru- 
manian public opinion is profoundly 
stirred by the court-martial of Mihail 
Manoilescu, former Undersecretary, 


charged with conspiring to bring for- 


mer Crown Prince Carol back to Ru- 
mania and put him on the throne. 

The proceedings of the court-mar- 
tial thus far have proved a revela- 
tion. Manoilescu’s brilliant oratory 
has served in the minds of the people 
to bring as much credit to Carol as 
discredit to certain political methods 
in Rumania. Although the case has 
been in progress for only two days 
it already is replete with dramatic 
developments giving new light to the 
country’s troubled dynastic situa- 
tion 

The evidence of Manoilescu and 
others has been given with the ob- 
ject of showing that Carol had the 
interests of the country deeply at 


if he heart and that his abdication was not 


due to any personal idiosyncrasies, 
but to his treatment by M. Bratiano, 
now Premier. Scores of spectators 
and two of the military Judges wept 
when the defendant described how 
the Premier prevented realization of 
the dying request which King Ferdi- 
nand repeatedly uttered to see his 
eldest son. | 


WANT TO SEE DOCUMENT 

The public is clamoring to see the 
document which Manoilescu and 
other witnesses assert Carol wrote to 
the King giving the inside reasons for 
his renunciation. This has been 
omitted from the government pam- 
phiet containing the text of docu- 
ments efirming Carol's renunciation.

But these circumstances ca. in a number 
of cases be removed by clearing away from 
grade crogsings the objects and obstructions 
that limit the view and bring about terrible 
tragedies by causing both trains and motors 
to rush blindly to their fate. Wherever 
practicable all such obstructions should be 
removed from every highway in Southern 
California. 

Ultimately grade crossings must be elim- 
inated altogether. No other solution will en- 
tirely remove the stigma of irdifference to 
life their continuance stamps on our meth- 
ods for controlling traffic dangers.

authority of the convention by laying 
for his own attendance on a visit as 
the Chief Executive of the United States. 


Charles Evans Hughes, chairman of the 


delegation, is known throughout the civil- 
ized world as one of America’s strongest 


American traditions and gained internation- 
al prestige as a member of the Washington 
Disarmament Conference. Henry P. Fletch- 
er of Pennsylvania, American Ambassador 
to Italy, is a foreign statesman of special 
knowledge on Latin republics, a knowledge 
acquired first hand as American Ambassador 
to Mexico, Chile and Cuba, and as chairman 
of the fifth Pan-American Congress that 
met in Santiago de Chile five years ago. 

Dwight W. Morrow of New York is the 
present Ambassador to Mexico, a leading 
figure in worid business circles, and an inti- 
mate friend of President Coolidge. Morgah 
J. O’Brien of New York is an eminent jur- 
ist, former chief justice of the Supreme 
Court of New York State. Dr. Ray Lyman 
Wilbur, prominent educator, is the head of 
Leland Stanford University and a brother of 
the American Naval Secretary. He is ranked 
among the first authorities on Latin-Ameri- 
can history. James Brown Scott, New York 
lawyer, is a recognized authority on inter- 
national law. Dr. Leo 8. Rowe is director- 
general of the Pan-American Union, an off- 
spring of the first international conference 
of American States which convened in 
Washington in 1889-90. Cuban Ambas- 
sador, yet to be appointed, will also be a 
member of the delegation. 

These able representatives of the United 
States, endowed, with wisdom and labeled 
with prestige, will impress upon representa- 
tives of Latin neighbors the good will and 
righteous intent of their powerful northern 
neighbor. Hardly a nation outside the Pan- 
American circle of republics has lost an op- 
portunity through its nationals to damage 
the political power of the United States in 
the New World. Every incident that could 
be misinterpreted into imperialism or na- 
tional greed has been made the subject of 
anti-American propaganda among the Latin 
republics. The delegation that goes to Cuba 
in January will seek to make negative the 
effect of hostile commercial propaganda and 
damaging political intrigues. 

The American delegation, supplemented 
by the visit of President Coolidge himself, 
will likewise undertake to establish positive 


contacts with Latin representatives to the | 
greatly increased.

vances. Out of the convention there will 
grow, it is believed, a working organization 
which will constitute a friendly league of 
American states.

are cluttered with ancient laws that do not 
fit the times and are seldom evoked unless 
to cloud a modern issue, there is not much 
criticism of. the law itself. Laws dealing 
with the life of the times are considered 
adequate and wise, but the business of ad- 
ministering these laws is often so old-fash- 
foned that it provokes bitter criticism from 
laymen and roughly roils the sincere and 
responsible members of the bar. Chief Jus- 
tice William Howard Taft, in his address be- 
fore the National Crime Commission, indt- 
cated that his views are in accord with 
those of the American Bar Association 
shown by the association’s questionnaire 
members of Congress. Both the Chief Jus- 
tice and the bar association are intent upon 
giving first place to justice and putting pro- 
cedure in second place. | 


Statistics show that 20 per cent of the 
cases reaching appellate courts get there on 
questions of practice and 90 per cent of 
such cases are granted new trials. And 
often the questions raised are puerile or 
ridiculous. An important case was thrown 
out of West Virginia courts because “West” 
was abbreviated to W.,“ an error in prac 
tice that led the judge to quash the indict- 
ment. A still more ridiculous bit of “jus- 
tice” is shown by a case in another State 
which freed an accused person who was 
shown to have stolen two boots that were 
not mates when he was tried for stealing a 
“pair of boots.” Court records show many 
such cases in which less absurd, but equally 
unjust, applications of technicalities have 
prevented the doing of justice. 


All these ceremonious bows to court pro- 
cedure that was none too good in its day 
and has long since been passed by other 
agencies of organized society defeat the 
ends of justice. Countless retrials result, 
one technicality after another serves to 
cause delay, costs mount up until they con- 
stitute a shameful injustice in themselves 
against the taxpayers whose purses are 
touched to pay for the slow grinding of the 
old legal mills with wooden wheels. Worse 
yet, delays encourage criminals and, as 
noted by Chief Justice Taft, The chief and 
first object of prosecution of crime is its 
deterrent effect upon future would-be 
criminals.” 


Simplification of court procedure is the 
remedy presented by the bar association 
and the Chief Justice. Freer use of the 
American language and abolishment of an- 
cient legal phraseology that means nothing 
to the layman and can mean too many 
things to cunning lawyers is also a probable 
step to be made in the legal profession. 
Members of the medical profession and 
other scientific bodies use terms that are 
unintelligible to laymen, but they are em- 
ployed for clearer definition instead of for 
confusion, and for that matter an ailing 
man doesn’t care much what the pill is 
called so long as it mends his body. Words, 
phrases and mossy traditions that fail to 
mend his troubles in court are bitter pills 
that get harder to swallow every day.
